^ITH a total. 01 §1,817.16 for 
division between the three 
separate campaigns of the city, 
McGili's Amalgamated Charities 
Drive drew to a close last night. 
lAlthough the sum collected re- 
presents only 52% of the formal 
bbjective, drive officials ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the 
results stating tbat the amount is 
slightly higher than that collected 
last year, and that the formal ob- 
gective has been necessarily higher 
than the total which they had hop- 
ed to collect. 

"It Is difficult to set an objec- 
tive for student contributions at 
McGill," stated Clarence Gross, 
committee chairman, last night. 
"The requirements of Montreal's 
various agencies help determine the 
objective of the city-wide drive. 
Here at the university where no 
definite sum is required, the ob- 
jective is determined arbitrarily be- 
ing set at double the amount which 
the committee expect." 

While Law and Architecture were 
the only faculties to oversubscribe 
their objective, high returns were 
made by R.V.C., Arts and Science,* 
and Medicine.

«gEHIND every criminal adult 
is ... the environment of 
great economic insecurity," stated 
J. Alex. Edmison last,, night in an 
address before the members of the 
Dental Undergraduates Society at 
their annual banquet at the Cercle 
Universitaire.' Mr. Edmison, former^ 
ly President of the Students' Coun- 
cil of McGill, and a graduate in 
Law, was the guest speaker at this 
function. 

He commenced his observation on 
crime and criminals by asserting 
that every criminal was a social mis 
fit, and- as such should be looked 
upon as a charge of Society and re 
formed, if possible. "When a case 
of infantile paralysis strikes a 
home," said the speaker, "that home 
is immediately quarantined, and 
everythhig possible done to prevent 
the infection from spreading. Why 
should we not attempt to quaran- 
tine our criminals, then?" 

Mr. Edmison then went on to 
indict the existing prison and peni 
tentiary system in Canada, saying 
that the practice, of incarcerating 
young criminals with hardened of- 
fenders tended to promote the pre- 
valence of criminal action, rather 
than curb it. He held up the Bri- 
tish prison system as a model of 
efficient administration of the dicta 
of justice.

of the afternoon yesterday at the 
first meeting of the R.V.C. Music 
Club. He was present also in his 
capacity as the ' conductor of the 
Montreal Symphony Orchestra, as 
his lecture dealt with the Beethoven 
5th Symphony in C Minor, which 
the orchestra is plajring on Sunday. 

Dean Clarke explained the gen- 
eral outline of a symphony, and 
said that Beetlioven followed the 
conventional form, except that, 
there is no break between the third 
and fourth movements. The 5th 
was the first symphony .to use trom- 
bones. These are used to great ad- 
vantage in the fourth movement. 
Dean Clarke played over the musi- 
cal themes of the various move- 
ments on the piano, and then illus- 
trated the effect of the whole with 
Felix Weingartner's recording of 
the symphony. He also compared 
Beethoven's Scherzo movement with 
the contemporary minuet form from 
which it was taken. This he illus 
trated with a ïÇaydn minuet and 
trio. 



J^EITERATING its demand 
for independent investiga- 
tion into the existing faults of 
Protestant Education in tlie 
Province, the McGill Senate is 
taking steps to press into effect 
an immediate inquiry, sponsored 
by a number of Educational 
Boards. 

"Whereas the Senate is strongly 
of the opinion that a complete, 
competent' and independent survey 
of every phase of Protestant school 
education in the Province is ur 
gently needed," that group has ap- 
pointed a committee to conduct a 
thorough public inquiry into the 
existing faults and abuses in or 
ganization, administration, training 
of teachers and revenues .for edu- 
cational purposes in the' province 
Since à thorough and impartial 
investigation, free from all preju- 
dice and individual group sponsor' 
ship, could only be conducted by 
the whole Protestant community in 
the person of a body of independ- 
ence and authority, a committee 
composed of Sh: Edward Beatty, 
Chancellor; Dr. W. H. Brittain, act 
ing principal; G. S. Currle, C.A.; 
Prof. W. D. Woodhead end Prof, 
LeMesurier has been named. 

The Montreal Board of Trade, the 
Mbntrëal Juriloi' Boaïd" of Trade, 
the Provincial Association of Pro- 
testant Teachers, the Association of 
Principals of Protestant Schools, 
the Protestant Board of School 
Commissioners of Montreal and a 
number of other bodies, all sharing 
the Seante's stand in the investiga, 
tion, will be approached with a 
view to co-operating towards 
achieving a common goal. 

Due to the vital issues at stake, 
all shades of opinion will be analy> 
zed to settle the form of future 
Protestant education. Rural and 
urban school commissioners and 
trustees will be interviewed and the 
committee, commanding the full 
confidence and trust of the public, 
will make a public report on its 
findings, 

As the text of the Senate's state- 
ment reads, "Such a task can only 
be performed by highly qualified 
authorities who can devote ade- 
quate time and skilled consideration 
to the highly technical problems 
involved. This would appear to 
call for nothing less than a Royal 
Commission."

I AST night the Biological Society 
*^ heard Dr. Selye tell of expert' 
nients which he has been carrying 
out on the subject of adaptation 

Dr. Selye mentioned In beginnhig 
that the study of adaption has 
largely been confined to its EvolU' 
tionary aspect, and that very little 
work has been done on studying 
adaption in the lifetime of the in- 
dividual. His own experiments 
were on the reactions of test anl 
mais to various damaging agents- 
cold, strenuous physical exercise, 
and different chemical poisons. 

One main result which emerged 
from the mass of work was that the 
same symptoms were caused by all 
these different agents. Among these 
were necrosis and atrophy of the 
thymus gland, of the pancreas, the 
adrenal medulla, and the lymph 
glands. The adrenal cortex showed 
marked hypertrophy. The stomach 
and small intestine developed deep 
lesions, being almost perforated. 
The count of white blood cells in 
creased to almost doiible its normal 
value. 

Clearly these effects are not dir^ 
ect effects of the environmental 
change which calls them into being, 
for such diverse causes would not 
be expected to react in the same 
way. For this reason one may con- 
sider this whole complex of «ymp 
toms to be merely , different aspects 
of ai single "alarm reaction" which 
is the organism's way of behaving 
towards any kind o( damaging 
stimulus. 

It was found that histamine, a 
substance released from damaged 
tissues, produced the alarm re 
action with much greater rapidity 
than the other agents, tried. For 
this reason histamine has been "sug 
gested as the causitive agent. Ajp- 
pendicitis appears to be a necrotic 
condition also due to this cause. 
It can be produced experimentally 
in rats and represents a prelimin- 
ary step towards its prevention in 
man. Further work is being 
carried on along this line.

within. Further, the successful functioning 
of the institution only results from the full 
and conscious participation of all its parts. 
Students and staff must continually .work 
together for progress. Constant and 
ruthless self-criticism by all members must 
form part of the process. 

Saturday's conference is the local 
expression of a national revitalization of 
university life at its core — the student 
body. , 
f : ■ The first pre-requisite to action is 
study and understanding. But vague 
' generalizations are out of place today in 
efforts to raise the standard of our educa- 
*^^ijonal institutions — be they public or 
' private. 'Only critical examination and 
discussion followed by concrete, practical 
action, will solve today's urgent demands.

Co-operative Book Stores 

^y^lTK the Montreal Book Fair coming 
off this weëk-end, it is perhaps not 
'p .- inappropriate to speak here of Co-operative 
Book Stores, one of the questions to /be 
discussed at the Student Conference which 
:will be held this week-end. 

Like all co-operative enterprises, such 
«i book-store is owned and operated by the 
shareholders, and reductions on the price 
^ex-books, as well as on re-fills, 
EStionery,' drawing sets, arid other 
materials, is made possible by a rebate 
■ -given- to all purchasers at the end of the 
>fj:.year.' 

'■'Si The initial capital is obtained by 
.issuing shares at the price of five or ten 
dollars each. One student can hold only 
one share. General policy is determined 
by a meeting of all shareholders held 
annually or semi-annually. All students 
may make purchases at the book store, but 
shareholders are, of course,- given a 
Ms^^preferential'' rebate. 

^jThe McGill Social Problems Club is 
|]aôw considering the question of setting up 
such a co-operative, store on the campus. 
Provided that an arrangement is made with 
' -.the . existmg co-operative, the Book Ex- 
cÈange,. the proposal seems to be an 
excellent one. Expensive texts and 
draughting materials are perhaps the 
greatest financial worry of the student, 
aside from fees. 

Co-operative book stores have been 
established in several American universities 
Srith ïpreat awiQegs. DarfcraoiitL th&?IIni- 
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versity of California, the University of 
Chicago all have flourishing enterprises. 

Such a plan seems to merit the serious 
consideration of McGill students, and we 
awaifc with interest the report of the Social 
Problems Club on this question.

A Message to the Stndents' at 
McGill University and the Members 
of the O.O.T.O. 

By MAIOR-GENERAL A. G. L.

I am very pleased to have an 
opportunity of addressing a few 
words to the McGill Conthigent of 
the Canadian Officers' Training 
Corps. I have never been a mem- 
ber of the Corps myself, for it was 
not formed until after my under- 
graduate course had been complet- 
ed, but I was enrolled. In the organ- 
ization for military studies at Mc- 
Gill which preceded- it, and it is to 
this experience that I owe my intro- 
duction to military training and the 
widened opportunities for service 
thereby presented. - , 

, In the years Immediately succeed- 
ing the Great War the world was 
in a sttae of equilibrium as regards 
the maintenance of peace, by which 
I mean that any tendency towards 
war generated an even stronger 
ethical reaction agahist it; but, 
unfortunately, we now seem to be 
through this phase and in many 
parts of the world armed force has 
again been called into play as an 
Instrument of national policy, thus 
further weakening the moral forces 
making for international order 
based on mutual forbearance and 
good-will. It is evident that we 
have entered a period in which it 
will be necessary for us to devote 
increased attention to our means of 
defence against unprovoked aggres- 
sion, and that, in the clash of 
temper and ill-feeling, we will have' 
to walk very carefully and cir- 
cumspectly If we are to avoid 
disaster. 

In Canada, defence is based on 
the voluntary service of her citi- 
zens and the permanent establish- 
ment is not more than is sufficient 
to provide the specially qualified 
staff, the instructors, the demon- 
stration units, the schools, etc., 
which are required for the effective 
training of the militia, and the per- 
sonnel needed to care for the arms 
and equipment. We have trusted 
our fuUire to the hope that our 
young men will assume the duty, 
voluntarily and without compulsion 
of any Icind, of fitting themselves to 
defend their country in any emer- 
gency and it is particularly impor- 
tant that those who are being edu- 
cated in the university for leader- 
ship in civil life should take every 
bpportunity to qualify themselves 
also for leaderhip in defence; it is 
for this purpose that the Canadian 
Officers' Training Corps has been 
organized. 

By belonging to the C.O.T.C. the 
members of the University add 
nothing to their obligations to the 
state, but they do obtain the mili- 
tary training required so that, in 
emergencies and in danger, they 
may turn to ' account— in pdbitlons 
of leadership and of trust — the 
knowledge I and experience which 
they have been specially privileged 
to obtain in the University, They 
also have opportunities opened to 
them for special training in the 
technical services and in the imits 
of the Non-Permanent Forces which 
otherwise would not be available. 
■ Those who pass through the 
C.O.T.C. and have earnestly applied 
themselves to the training which 
Is given may feel that they have 
equipped themselves for the first 
duty of a citizen— The defence of 
the State.

To quote from the McCîill News 
"In recogniUon of his distinguish- 
ed services and of his remarkable 
ability as an officer of artillery, in 
which branch of the service he 
de^^eloped new methods of practice 
which proved an important factor 
in the success of the Canadian 
Corps, Gen. McNaughton was given 
the honourary. degree of Doictor of 
Laws from his Alma Mater" (in 
1920). ■ 

After the war he continued his 
military career becoming "Chief of 
Staff. 

He is a member of the committees 
on Civil Aviation, Trans-Canada 
Airways and the ^Trans-Atlantic 
Air Service. He was joint inventor 
of the Cathode Ray Directicta 
finder. He was adviser to . the 
Canadian Delegations, to the Im' 
perlai Conference, London In 1930, 
and to the Conference for Arms 
Limitation at Geneva in 1932. He 
is a vice-president of the Canadian 
Geographical Society and is Presi< 
dent of the National Research 
Council.

THE PROBLEM OF WAR 

«TTHE Problem of War," a course 
' offered at Wesleyan Univer- 
sity of Connecticut, strikes us as 
being a particularly vital addition 
to university study, especially at a 
time like the present when serious 
conflicts in two continents threaten 
the peace of the world. 

To quote the New York Times, 
the course deals with "causes, meth- 
ods, and results of warring through- 
out history, and with the judgments 
of philosophy and the social sci- 
ences upon the ethical implications 
of war, and studies the present 
world forces making for both war 
and peace,' Including practical and 
effective steps for preventing war." 
It is an elective for juniors and 
seniors,"and may be taken by so- 
phomores upon permission. 

It Is encouraging to think that an 
American university has made a 
practical approach to the solution of 
this problem. Universities in the 
past have been too much concerned 
with abstract and theoretical 
knowledge, and not enough con-, 
cemed with ' taking their rightful 
place in the leadership in world 



problems. History has shown that 
wars, aside from the slaughter of 
lives and the destruction of proper- 
ty, have been one of the greatest 
obstacles in the advancement of 
culture and education 



If only to protect the schools 
themselves, it would seem advàn- 
tageous for every university to add 
this course to its curriculum.— Oliio 
State Lantern.

AMERICA'S NAZIS. 

Military drill is an activity fhat 
shquld have government permission 
and sanction and be a unit 'of the 
country's armed forces. Yet' at the 
present time there are secret, prl 
vate militias drilling daily with 
some of tlieir equipment "borroW' 
ed" from United States armories. 

It is known that American 
Nazi "storm troops," under differ 
ent labels but accomplishing prim' 
arily the same ends, have been de' 
veloping since 1923 and have now 
reached a point which presents a 
seriouâ<.problem. 

According to an article that ap 
peared in the Reader's Digest for 
October; the total number of Nazi 
camps is now nine with 29 others 
functioning- but not appearing pub 
llcly. German-Âmerlcan children 
are taught and drilled in German 
military tactics and Adolph Hitler 
is held in high esteem at these 
posts that weekly report by mail 
to the German national commander 
In Berlin. Anierican youths of Ger- 
man parentage numbered 15,000 at 
Camp Siegfried, Long Island, last 
summer.

THE FARMER thinks 



THE NEW DEAL FOR 

AGRICULTURE 



T is the merest commonplace to 
suggest that the era of laissez- 
faire capitalism is past Unrestrict- 
ed competition no longer elicits the 
lyric outbursts of former days and 
has lost miich of its charm even 
lor chimney-corner liberals. In 
practice most countries today are 
committed to one form or another 
of regulated competition. 

-Very tardily there has come the 
knowledge that capitalism means 
anarchic production with the re- 
sulting cyclical crises and depres- 
sions. Few, however, understand 
or wish to see the underlying rea- 
sons for the abandonment of the 
old popular concepts. The least in- 
formed usually attribute it to, a 
change of heart on the part of gov- 
ernments. Others believe that the 
MW policy is designed to eliminate 
the wastage and unnecessary cruel- 
ty that are such large features of 
modem industrialism. People's lives 
t and wants, say these latter, must 
be placed above the neat maxims 
of the economists. Supply and De- 
ihând is dead. Long live regulated 
competition. 

The Bgriciiltural economist par- 
ticularly is inclined to show en- 
thusiasm over the present trend of 
affairs, we admit, with a certain 
show of reason. For there can be 
small doubt that the rural popula- 
Ltta M t ha s^now been given a degree 
Xmttfflitfôn which it had never be- 
fore known. The various Market- 
ing Acts in force in England, Ger- 
many, Australia, and the United 
States attest to a growing concern 
for agriculture. Due to historical 
^^'.circumstances, protective legisla- 
' ■'"'■Kon flrst developed in and for in- 
dustry. In fact agriculture was sys- 
0\ . tematically squeezed to the bone to 
.ilEi ..provide fostering subsidies for the 
growth of giant trusts and monop- 
olies. Germany and Europe gener- 
ally adopted a complacent and even 
helpful attitude towards monopoly 
and that specific conthiental pro- 
duct, the cartel. 

Now Germany has made the most 
far-reaching and consistent attempt 
to regulate agriculture without de- 
stroying '^the profit incent|yfc en- 
tirely. This is represented in some 
quarters as the embodied desire of 
the|. authorities to place agriculture 
on an equal footing with industry. 



■V 



To a large extent National SO' 
cialism has succeeded in fixing. the 
price for the farmers' produce and 
determining the profit for the vari- 
ous .processing agencies. Price 
fluctuations, the farmer's Nemesis, 
have been considerably reduced. 
This, all told, has had undoubtedly 
resulted in a measure of security 
for the German farmer. 

But in the very nature of the 
case that security is destined to be 
short-lived and ephemeral. The 
"new deal" for agriculture is by 
no means a belated exercise in so- 
cial justice. It is rather a fren- 
zied attempt to place the entire 
national economy on a centralized 
war basis. When one realizes that 
the economic blockade and starva- 
tion will be the main weapons used 
in the next debacle, the solicitude 
which governments are displaying 
towards the food problem becomes 
readily understandable. Economic 
nationalism, of which planning for 
agriculture is an integral part, is 
a large straw indicating which way 
the wind is blowing. 

True enough, the present drive 
towards natiohal self-sufficiency 
has not wholly succeeded. Nor can 
it without placing terrible hard- 
ships upon the masses whose gov- 
ernments are supporting such an 
insane policy. It is well nigh im- 
possible today for any country to 
divorce itself bodily from the inter- 
national market without sharply dis- 
locating its internal economy. Ger- 
many and Italy, having travelled 
farthest along that road, have de- 
pleted almost entirely their gold 
and credit reserves. Hence their 
glorification of war as an instru- 
ment of national policy and their 
almost ceaseless provocations to the 
less belligerent countries. There 
can be no serious doubt that the 
present shibboleth of , a "planned 
capitalism" is a final stand to main- 
tain a system that is out-mbded 
and should have years ago been rel- 
egated to the scrap-heap alongside 
feudalism and slavery. 

The contradictions of the profit 
economy grow ever more glaring 
and acute. For this reason the nu- 
merous so-called practical measures 
designed to aid the farmer strike 
one as so painfully futile. The at- 
tention which he now receives is 
that of the prize porker about to 
be slaughtered.. Perhaps our view 
is unnecessarily long-sighted. But 
we confess to a feeling of pessimism 
when we see these minor tinker- 
ings and i^epair jobs with an ex- 



hausted machine which refuses to 
run. No amount of hopeful ban- 
dages can restore life to a corpse 
and make it breathe again. Our 
conclusion is this: Whatever tem- 
porary advantages the farmer may 
reap from the new policies will be 
sponged out with blood on the bat- 
tlefields. And , the conclusion is 
inescapable.

BISHOP OF HONAN 
ADDRESSES STUDENTS 

'T^HE students of Macdonald 
^ College had the rare privilege 
of hearing Rt. Rev. Phillip L. Tsen, 
Bishop of the Anglican diocese of 
Honan, China, who spoke in the 
Assembly Hall last week. 

Bishop Tsen, who has resided 
many years in China, is at present 
touring Canada, and therefore has 
given some interesting lectures in 
Montreal and Toronto on the sub- 
ject of "China, and World Peace." 

Rt, • Rev. Tsen, "not versed in 
the arts of speaking your language," 
vividly outlined the historic factors 
of Nippo-Chinese peace. He stated 
that the mastery of the Chinese 
people by any other nation would 
menace not only China, but also 
world peace. It was explained that, 
in centuries past, the Chinese have 
been a peaceful nation of the high- 
est moral standards, but are' now 
facing the. greatest menace Of all 
time. The Chinese people must 
rise, and contrary to the ethics of 
the past, fight off this invasion in 
self-defence. 

In closing, Bishop Tsen told his 
audience that he himself wished 
that the nations of the world would 
understand this far Eastern situa- 
tion, and sympathize with the 
oppressed, so that some direct 
action might be taken to establish 
peace once more.

May I, through the columns of 
the Dally, correct an erroneous 
impression vhich may have arisen 
in the minds of many Montrealers 
due to an article reporting the pre- 
sent crisis on the McGill Campus, 
which appeared in the Star of 
November 7th. I feel quite certain 
that both the Cabinet of the S.C.M. 
and the Students' Council will 
endorse this correction. 

In the article in question it was 
stated, aside from a report on the 
present Campus situation, that the 
fact that the S.C.M. has allowed 
cerain liberal clubs and organiza- 
tions to use Strathcona Hall for 
their meeting place, and that' the 
exhibitoin of Spanish pictures was 
held there, has antagonized the 
opinion of downtown Montreal, and 
has prejudiced this opinion against 
aU McGiU students. 

In itseU this statement 'has no 
bearing on the presérit controversy 
between the Students' Council and 
the S.C.M., but since it, was tacked 
on to the story about this differ' 
ence of opinion it may serve to 
give the readers of the Star the 
erroneous Impression that these 
things were the underlying causes 
for the present split. Such is not 
the case. Ohe present situation 
arose as a Result of a constitution- 
al difference of opinion as to the 
jurisdiction of the Council, over 
the S.C.M. and its activities, and 
the fact .that the Spanish pictures 
were exhibited in Strathcona Hall 
had nothing to do with it . 

For the sake of keeping things 
straight I would suggest that you 
send the Star a few copies of the 
"Handbook" which is distributed 
every year to Freshmen reporters 
on the Daily. The first and most 
rigorous rule, of news-writing is the 
elimination of editorial comment 
from a news story. The reporter 
who wrote the abovementioned 
story in the Star would do well 
to remember this rule in his future 
dealings with news from the McGill 
Campus.

GREAT MEN READ 

A survey, of great men in history 
discloses that ninety per cent were 
widely read. Almost every biij- 
graphy has a statement to this 
effect: "In his youth he 'spent long 
hours reading every bit of print 
that fell into his hands." Lincoln's 
story of reading by firelight is 
famous. Franklin, when working 
In a printer's office, took two or 
three books home each evening and 
read them over night that he might 
return them the next morning. 
Bacon "took all knowledge for his 
province." 

It has not been merely literary 
men who have read so diligently, 
for literature . inspires more in a 
man than tcomposition. Reading 
what other men have done, thought 
or experienced sets the niind into 
action, the imagination - on .fire; 
one's aspect is broadened, and one 
begins to look at life. with a mpre 
steady, balanced aspect. Soon self- 
confidence and self-respect, follow, 
though humble one may. be, ;■ . 

Knowing this, the University 
student should inspect the ' amount 
of his own reading. How many 
books and articles has he read that 
have not been required by instruct- 
ors? How much of his leisure' does 
he spend delving into- yelloW pages 
of the classics? 'What reading has 
he done for the, pleasure gained, 
other than the college humor 
magazine and the Sunday comics? 
'What has been the extent of his 
reading before he came to college? 

Few persons could answer these 
questions favorably. Their inevit- 
able answer Would be: 'There is 
too little free time after all study- 
ing is done.- We take what time 
we have foiiecreatlon and rest, In- 



stead of growing mentally weary 
with further study." Bùt is not 
reading a recreation if the selec- 
tions are Interesting and valuable? 

Furthermore,- with continuous 
reading, the rate of speed increases, 
and consequently study of texts 
would requffe less time. The style 
and ideas of writers are grasped 
almost unconsciously by the reader, 
aiding him to express his own ideas 
more clearly and compactly. A 
large vocabulary soon develops. 
Surely these gains are not to be 
ignored. They are an. asset no 
matter where the scene or what the 
business. . .

ELECTRICAL WAVES OF 
GUINEA PIG RECORDED 

If visitors to the top floor of 
Emerson should hear strange noises, 
they need have no. cause for alarm; 
it will be S. Smith Stevens '32, 
instructor in Psychology, experi- 
menting in the mysteries of sound. 

Stevens is specializing in the sen- 
sitivity of the human ear and its 
powers of generating electrical 
current The physiological nature 
of the problem consists of analyzing 
sounds picked up by the ear and 
measuring the imperfection of 
reception. 

This is doné by placing a wire 
on the base of a guinea-pig's -^r- 
drum and recording the electrical 
current set up by the vibrations of 
the voice. - Thé tones are much 
distorted, and on oqe occasion, 
Stevens reported, he introduced two 
tones into an .'animal's ear and the 
little beast' recorded 68 tones. 

One of Stevens' favorite tricks is 
to fill his right ear with salt water 
and to insert into it a wire, held in 
place by a strip of rubber around 
his head. He tlieh straps anbthér 
wire to his wrist and is able to 
listen to a radio program; which 
enters his body in the form of elec- 
trical current This: is the converse 
of the guinearplg experiment . An- 
nouncements: are sometimes blurred, 
Stevens says, but. he can always re- 
cognize the tune they are playing. 

Stevens said that most of his 
official mail was from people who
